everything 1s done right, Grazing wse of the national forests 
is carefully managed by Uncle Sam's Forest Rangers sc that 
the morace exrop will not be depleted. and the ranges wilt be 
eontinuously productive and useful both as feed for livestock 
and as protection for the watersheds. The number of livestock 
allowed on the ne tional forests, is limited to the carryins 
Capacity of the ranges, and the grazing is scientifically 
managed to get maximum utilization of the forage without 
overgrazing, 

Forest Ranger Jim and Jerry will be with us again at this 
same hour next week. This program comes to you as a presentation 
of the National Broadcasting Company with the cooperation of 
the Forest Service, United States Department of Agriculture.
